Suddenly a goodly part of the people of 
this fair town have become experts in the 
gentle art of wooing industry into town in 
order that the tax rate may be reduced, and 
by methods which are gnaranteed to be not 
only absolutely painless, but which are fur- 
ther guaranteed to keep the smelly factory 
off the front door step, and out of view of 
the $350 picture window. 

The subject shovld be discussed, in Wil- 
mington, from a practical viewpoint. The ten- 
deney is to forget this, and to be emotional. 

Wilmington has, in the past, had more 
than its share of smelly factortes, even for 
a small town. They are not here today, they 
have been gone for years. 

Wilmington today has a "model zoning law" 
which is quite effective in keeping such 
smelly things away from the town's doorstep. 

Like everything else, it is not perfect, 
and Professor Goodman of Harvard, who helped 
the Planning Board develop that law, nearly 
seven years ago, said so at the time. He 
further predicted that there would have to 
be changes, from time to time, as the town 
grew. 

Changes have been made, 
good, some bad. 

The town, for instance, only a few months 
after it had adopted the "model zoning law" 
spot zoned a large tract of residential land 
for an incustry that sought to locate here. 

That industry was Avco, 

The town, in recent years, has extended 
an industrial zone for another industry. 

That industry was Guild Plastics. 

me town, too, extended another industrial 
zone, in North Wilmington, to go along bott 
sides of Route 125. It was hasty, and it was

in error. The Planning Board regretted the 
haste within a few weeks, and the Planning 
Board has heen proven to be right, in that 


industrial ddvelopment is not interested in 
this area - perhaps in a few years but not now. 

Aveo, the apple of Wilmington, is what is 
known as an "Industrial Park". So, too, is 
Guild Plastics. The Town Crier, several years 
ego proposed an industrial park development 
for the Sonth Industrial Area, a proposal 
which fell on deaf ears. 

The Town Crier proposed that the town 
construct streets an¢@ other utilities into 
the south industrial area by hetterments.

James DeCarolis of Tewksbury, 

Tuesday night, filed with the Wilm- 
ington Planning Boarda ‘prelimin- 
ary plan’ for a 25 home real- 
estate development behind the new

DeCarolis ran into one snag, when 
it turned out that the Planning 
Board members object to a real 
estate development which is at the 
end of a mile long street, with no 
alternative entrance,
